No Boners There 


(By C. J. Harris) 

We often read that today’s high school students 
pull some terrible boners when replying to question- 
aires about politics or public affairs. It’s amusing if 
some youngster hazards a guess that a bicameral 
legislature has something to do with a team of camels 
or that female suffrage is when any mother has more 
than five kids, but it is likely that the boners we 
hear about are the exception rather than the rule. 
At least, in their knowledge and opinions about busi¬ 
ness, a survey conducted among graduating high 
school students by the Canadian Chamber of Com¬ 
merce indicates, young people rate quite well 
informed. 

For example, on the subject of industrial growth, 
the students were asked to indicate which of the 
following rated most important: saving money and 
investing it; more government control of industry; 
distributing more of our income to the working man; 
greater productivity. The answers: 39 said that sav¬ 
ing money and investing it contributes most of indus¬ 
trial growth; 33 per cent said that productivity con¬ 
tributes most; 17 per cent said that distributing more 
of our income to the working man is the most import¬ 
ant; only about nine per cent said that more govern¬ 
ment control is the most important factor. 

The majority of students said they believed that 
most secure jobs are found in companies that make 
a steady profit; 75 per cent said that business can¬ 
not function without the profit incentive. On the 
question of government control of business, 53 per 
cent said we now have “just the right amount” or, 
if anything, “too much” government control of busi¬ 
ness. Finally, 94 per cent of the students offered the 
opinion that some economics should be taught in high 
schools. 

Actually, even without such classroom instruc¬ 
tion, they seem soundly informed.

RUMEN OVERLOAD 

Dr. F. E. Graesser, Histopalholo- 
gist with the Alberta Veterinary 
Services Branch, strongly advises 
cattlemen to take extra precautions 
at this time of year against rumen 
overload in their cattle. 

He points out that overloading 
and distention of the stomach, 
particularly the rumen, occurs 
quite frequently in animals com¬ 
ing off summer pasture and 
going into feedlots. This condition 
is also known as grain overload 
or gastric impaction. 


Excessive amounts of whole 
grain or hay. sudden changes oi 
feed, moldy or frozen feed, lack of 
water and insufficient exercise 
are all contributory factors. An¬ 
other common cause is animals 
breaking into granaries or feed 
bins and gorging themselves on 
chop or grain. Feedlot animals 
which are put on to full feed too 
quickly are often casualties. 

According to Dr. Graesser, the 
symptoms of rumen overload in¬ 
clude dullness, unwillingness to 
eat, diarrhea and staggering. In 
late stages, the animal goes down, 
becomes prostrate and dit*s. 

The use of rumen stimulants 
and 'laxatives are recommended 
when the condition is detected 
early. More drastic measures are 
required, says Dr. Graesser, in 
treating advance cases. At this 
time it is frequently too late to 
save the .animal. 

Dr. Graesser stresses that 
prompt action is essential at the 
earliest indication of the condition. 
Veterinary assistance should be 
obtained immediately. 

According to Dr. Graesser, most 
cases of rumen overload are the 
result of accident, carelessness or 
ignorance on the part of the oper¬ 
ator. Awareness of what is involv¬ 
ed and a reasonably good standard 
of management will go a long way 
towards preventing the condition.
